The  Synod  was  called  to  order  and  regularly  opened  by 
President  Horn.

Excuses  for  absence  from  Rev.  J.  Heckel  and  delegates, 
Rev.  J.  F.  Kiser  and  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst  were  handed  to  a  com- 
mittee, which  reported  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  and  by  a 
vote  of  the  Synod  their  excuses  were  received. 

President  Horn  read  a  lengthy  report,  stating  the  reasons 
for  which  this  extra  meeting  was  called,  viz  :  Tc  hear  the 
report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  receive  Newberry 
College,  and  to  consider  the  recent  action  of  the  General 
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Synod  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  in  discontinuing  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Salem,  Virginia. 

The  President  also  read  letters  from  the  Presidents  of  the 
General  Synod  and  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  and  from 
prominent  members  of  the  Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
Synods,  in  reference  to  the  Seminary  question. 

Resolutions  on  the  same  subject  were  also  presented  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Synod  by  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman. 

All  these  papers  were  by  vote  of  Synod  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee, which  was  ordered  to  report  at  9  A.  M.,  May  28th,  1884.

On  motion,  the  Synod  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  P. 
Miller,  to  meet  at  9  A.  M.,  May  28,  1884. 

President  s  Report. 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  At  the  request  of  many  of  you  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  other  officers  of  Synod,  I  have  called  you  to- 
gether in  extra  session:  1.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  receive  the  Newberry  College  building  and  grounds— 
inasmuch  as  that  report  will  be  of  essential  value  at  this  time;  and 
2.  To  consider  the  duty  of  this  Synod,  as  the  trustee  of  the  Semi- 
nary Fund,  in  view  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Salem  by  the  General  Synod. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  General  S}7nod  was  a  concurrence 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Seminary 
that  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Salem  be  discontinued. 

It  became  evident  that  the  delegates  from  the  Synods  of  Virginia 
and  Southwest  Virginia  were  dissatisfied  with  the  Seminary.  The 
majority  of  the  delegates  from  North  Carolina  present  voted 
against  the  resolution.    The  Georgia  delegation  was  divided. 

In  the  discussion  and  final  vote  on  this  resolution  your  delegation 
was  divided,  and  it  is  proper  that  I  should  state  the  reasons  which 
inclined  them  to  either  side. 

On  the  one  hand  it  was  maintained  that  our  Synod  was  paying 
too  much  for  the  education  of  each  of  the  few  candidates  for  the 
ministry  whom  we  annually  send  to  the  Seminary;  nor  was  it  be- 
lieved that  the  general  patronage  of  the  Seminary  justifies  such 
disproportionate  outlay.  The  whole  delegation  agreed  that  the 
use  of  this  fund  might  greatly  strengthen  our  institution  at  New 
berry.  But  those  who  opposed  the  resolution  were  unwillinjg.  i0~r 
have  a  South  Carolina  Seminary  instead  of  a  Seminary  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  and  in  the  action  of  the  Virginia  Synods  and  the  dis- 
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continuance  of  the  Seminary  they  feared  a  first  step  towards  disin- 
tegration of  the  General  Synod  and  the  introduction  among  us  of 
the  unfortunate  division  and  debate  which  hamper  our  Church  in 
the  North. 

Howbeit,  the  resolution  was  adopted  by  a,  vote  of  12  to  11.  Had 
the  vote  been  11  to  12,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  conduct 
the  Seminary  successf  ully  in  spite  of  so  decided  a  disapproval. 

The  question  now  before  us  is  :  We  have  a  fund  of  $21,000,  whose 
annual  income  is  $1,304.  This  was  raised  as  an  endowment  of  a 
School  of  Theology  "'under  the  auspices  of  this  judicatory  and 
within  its  bounds'".  How  shall  we  employ  that  fund  so  as  to  fulfill 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  contributed,  and  so  as  to  please  Grod 
and  serve  his  Church  ? 

I  will  indicate  the  several  courses  which  suggest  themselves  to  me: 

1.  To  establish  a  Theological  Seminary  in  this  State  in  connec- 
tion with  Newberry  College  ;  for  this  purpose  to  make  Newberry 
College  in  every  sense  a  church  institution  and  an  efficient  pre- 
paratory school ;  and  to  make  the  principal  professors  teachers  in 
both  Theological  and  Classical  Departments.  1  have  prepared  a 
plan  for  such  reorganization  which  may  be  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee as  a  basis  for  their  action,  if  the  Synod  prefers  this  course. 

The  objections  are  obvious.  Are  we  able  to  establish  and  main- 
tain a  school  which  can  train  ministers  able  to  stand  beside  the 
graduates  of  other  Theological  schools  ?  Are  we  able  to  secure 
Professors  of  Theology  who  deserve  the  confidence  of  the  Church  ? 
Is  Newberry  so  placed  that  we  can  attract  thither  students  from 
North  Carolina  and  Virginia?  Will  the  other  Synods  co-operate 
with  a  school  under  the  auspices  of  our  Synod  ?  Are  we  able  to 
supply  students  enough  to  make  this  plan  anything  but  a  costly 
failure  ? 

If  we  attempt  it,  it  will  require  earnest  labor,  sacrifice  and 
patience  for  many  years.  Other  projects  must  yield  to  it.  And  the 
great  work  of  our  Synod  must  be  to  produce  and  train  students  of 
Theology. 

2.  A  second  course  is,  to  devote  the  bulk  of  the  income  of  this 
fund  to  the  service  of  Newberry  College.  It  is  for  you  to  consider 
whether  such  a  use  of  it  would  be  a  violation  of  our  trust.  In  in- 
creasing the  efficiency  of  the  College  we  would  improve  the  training 
we  give  our  students.  At  present  the  Bachman  Fund  yields  about 
$475  per  annum  ;  this  year  the  Synod  pays  $500  ;  add  to  this  $1,300; 
and  with  the  income  from  tuitions  you  will  have  perhaps  $4,500  of 
annual  income.  This  would  enable  us  to  retain  good  teachers  and 
enough  ot  them.  In  this  case,  theological  students  should  have 
free  tuition.  We  will  then  be  compelled  to  give  them  their  theo- 
logical training  elsewhere.    This  is  an  acceptance  of  the  action  of 


the  General  Synod,  and  will  open  the  door  to  the  divisions  which 
those  who  oppose  that  action  deplore. 

3.  A  third  course  for  which  I  ask  your  earnest  consideration,  is 
the  continuance  of  the  Seminary  at  Salem,  Va.,  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Synod.  We  may  be  able  to  retain  our  excellent 
professor  and  the  students  now  at  Salem.  After  two  years  another 
General  Synod  may  be  prepared  to  do  a  more  lasting  work.  In  the 
meantime  the  District  Synods  will  consider  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod.  This  course  will  demand  great  self-denial  on  the  part 
of  this  Synod.  We  must  consider  whether  the  results  will  justify 
such  self-denial,  and  whether  the  hurt  done  to  the  Seminary  by  the 
action  of  the  General  Synod  is  not  irreparable. 

4.  We  may  quietly  accept  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
for  two  years  reinvest  the  income  of  the  Fund. 

I  also  submit  for  your  consideration  correspondence  on  this  sub- 
ject with  Rev.  Dr.  Repass,  Rev.  Dr.  Bowmac,  Rev.  Dr.  Dosh  and 
the  President  and  a  member  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  also  extremely  important  that  the  Synod  should  take  steps 
to  define  its  relation  to  this  Seminary  Fund;  the  charter  of  the 
Classical  and  Theological  Seminary,  etc.,  having  expired  in  1866. 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  guide  us  and  help  us  to  think  and  discuss 
and  decide  unselfishly  and  wisely  and  harmoniously,  so  that  our 
action  may  evidently  accord  with  his  will  and  do  good  to  the  end 
of  time.

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Report  of  Committee  to  Receive  Newberry  College. 

The  committee  appointed  to  receive  Newberry  College  buildings 
and  grounds  report  that  the  building  committee  of  the  College  has 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  Synod,  and  will  turn  over  the 
property  to  this  body  as  soon  as  Synod  provides  for  the  payment  of 
the  four  hundred  dollars  assumed  by  it.

A  committee  of  three,  viz  :  G.  W.  Dingle,  Esq.,  Revs.  J.  A. 
Sligh,  J.  Steck,  D.  D.,  was  appointed,  to  which  this  matter 
was  referred,  said  committee  to  report  during  the  course  of 
the  day. 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  Seminary  business  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  considered  by 
items  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Seminary. 

Your  committee  having  carefully  considered  the  President's  re- 
port, and  communications  accompanying  it,  would  respectfully 
present  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina, 
at  the  annual  session  of  1866  and  1867,  gave  her  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  trust  to  the  General  Synod  South  ;  and, 

Whereas,  Said  General  Synod  South  has  discontinued  the 
Seminary ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1st.  That  we  now  receive  the  trust  returned  to  us,  and, 
in  reliance  upon  the  Triune  God,  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  perpet- 
uate this  institution,  so  essentially  necessary  to  the  prosperity  and 
development  of  the  Lutheran  Church  South. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  the  Seminary  be  located  at  Newberry,  S.  C, 
and  connected  with  Newberry  College  in  such  manner  as  the 
Directors  of  the  Seminary  (hereinafter  provided  for)  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  shall  determine,  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  this  Synod. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  we  earnestly  solicit  the  co-operation  of  all 
Southern  Lutheran  Synods,  in  their  individual  capacity,  in  the 
permanent  establishment  and  location  of  this  institution  to  be 
known  as  "The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
South",  conducted  on  the  basis  of  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confes- 
sion, and  to  be  governed  jointly  by  all  the  Synods  uniting  in  its 
support. 

Resolved,  \th.  That  in  the  consummation  of  the  proposed  object, 
the  individuality  of  the  Seminary  is  to  be  perpetuated,  and  her 
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alumni  are  not  to  be  deprived  of  the  relation  to  her  as  their  alma 
mater. 

Resolved,  5th.  That  the  funds  of  the  Seminary  which  now  belong 
to  the  South  Carolina  Synod  shall  not  cease  to  be  the  property  of 
this  body. 

Resolved,  6th.  That  in  the  attainment  of  the  desired  end,  the 
Seminary  shall  be  controlled  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  be  chosen 
by  the  Synod,  or  Synods  becoming  parties  to  the  proposed  arrange- 
ment, and  according  to  a  ratio  to  be  hereafter  determined. 

Resolved,  7th.  That,  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  such  a 
school  of  the  prophets  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  of  the  South,  all  Lutherans  North,  South,  East  and  West 
be  most  affectionately  urged  to  aid  us  in  this  object  so  devoutly  to 
be  desired. 

Resolved,  8th-  That  for  the  present  management  of  the  Seminary, 
this  Synod  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  consist- 
ing of  five  ministers  and  five  laymen,  whose  duties  shall  be  those 
usually  pertaining  to  such  Board  of  Directors. 

Resolved,  9th.  That  we  adopt  for  the  present  as  the  constitution 
of  our  Seminary,  the  constitution  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  North 
America,  with  such  changes  as  the  change  of  ownership  may 
require,  which  changes  this  Board  of  Directors  is  empowered  to 
make. 

Resolved,  10th.  That  the  Synod,  during  this  convention,  proceed 
to  the  the  election  of  a  Professor  of  Dogmatic  and  Polemic  The- 
ology, and  determine  the  salary  to  be  paid. 

Resolved,  11th.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  obtain  a  new 
charter  for  the  Theological  Seminary  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature,  under  the  name  given  in  item  three  of  this  report. 

Resolved,  12th.  That  the  President  be  instructed  to  correspond 
with  the  Presidents  of  all  the  Southern  Synods,  with  a  view  to 
carrying  out  the  measures  herein  adopted.

The  Committee  on  Newberry  College  building  offered  the 
following  report  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Committee  in  relation  to  the  Newberry  College  building,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  matter  referred, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  authorized  to  ex- 
ecute and  deliver  to  Wallace  A.  Cline  a  note  of  this  Synod  for  four 
hundred  ($400)  dollars — being  balance  due  on  Newberry  College 
building — payable  in  four  equal  annual  installments,  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  April  1st,  1884.

The  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  D.  M.  Gilbert.  D.  D.,  be  and  is  hereby  unan- 
imously elected  Professor  of  Dogmatic  and  Polemic  Theology  in  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  of  the  South;  and 
salary  to  be  $1,200  per  annum,  and  to  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance. 
It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  direct  the  Directors  of  the  Seminary  in 
consultation  with  the  Trustees  of  the  College  to  make  such  ar- 
rangement of  the  studies  of  both  institutions  that  the  Professors  of 
the  College  may  assist  in  the  Seminary,  and  the  Professor  [of  The- 
ology may  assist  in  the  College,  provided  that  all  instructors  in  the 
Seminary  take  the  affirmation  required  in  the  constitution  of  the 
Seminary. 

The  President  of  Synod  was  authorized  to  call  the  Board  of 
the  Seminary  together  during  Commencement  week  at  New- 
berry. The  President  was  also  instructed  to  convey  to  Rev. 
S.  A.  Repass,  D.  D.,  an  expression  of  regret  on  the  part  of  this 
Synod  at  their  inability  to  obtain  his  further  services  fpr  the 
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Seminary,  and  to  thank  him  for  his  services  in  the  past.  It 
was 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  tender  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Roanoke  College  for  the  use  of  rooms  in  their  college  build- 
ing, and  for  the  use  of  their  library  by  our  theological  students 
during  the  stay  of  the  Seminary  in  Salem,  Virginia. 

The  President  was  instructed  to  extend  to  Rev.  J.  B. 
Haskell,  pastor  of  the  church  in  which  the  present  meeting 
of  Synod  is  held,  the  sympathy  of  the  members  of  Synod  in 
his  long  and  heavy  affliction. 

The  thanks  of  Synod  were  returned  to  the  Columbia  con- 
gregation and  friends  for  the  use  of  their  church,  and  for  their 
hospitable  entertainment. 

It  was  moved  that  the  proceedings  of  this  special  meeting 
of  Synod  be  published  in  the  Lutheran  Visitor,  and  that  they 
be  published  in  due  form  with  the  proceedings  of  the  regular 
meeting  of  Synod  in  November. 

The  minutes  having  been  read  and  approved,  Synod  ad-

The  President  of  Synod,  Rev.  E.  T.  Horn,  read  his  report, 
which  was  received  and  afterwards  referred  to  committees. 


To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina : 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  We  have  again  come  together  to  take 
counsel  for  the  common  benefit  of  our  congregations.  We  owe 
devout  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  care  and  blessing 
during  the  year  ;  and  I  invoke  the  presence  of  His  Spirit,  to  guide 
and  bless  us  throughout  this  important  meeting. 

Brother  John  B.  Haskell  has  been  called  home  from  great  suffer- 
ing. You  will  appoint  a  committee  to  prepare  a  memorial  of  one 
for  whom  we  entertained  so  high  regard. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  Doctrinal  Theses  for  dis- 
cussion at  this  meeting  have  proposed  seven  theses  on  The  Relation 
of  Faith  to  Baptism,  which  are  herewith  submitted.  They  should 
be  printed  in  our  Minutes.  I  sincerely  trust  that  they  will  receive 
full  consideration,  and  that  the  custom  thus  begun  may  prove  most 
beneficial  to  our  Church,  in  increasing  our  appreciation  of  true 
doctrine  and  securing  our  firm  consent  in  it.  The  Synod  should 
at  once  appoint  a  time  for  the  discussion. 


1.  During  this  synodical  year,  .Rev.  P.  Miller,  Rev.  J.  W.  S.  Shep- 
pard  and  Rev.  I.  P.  Hawkins  have  been  dismissed  to  the  Synod  of 
Virginia. 

2.  Rev.  Prof.  Holmes  Dysinger  from  the  Synod  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles  of  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  and  Rev.  J.  S. 
Moser  from  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  having  accepted  duties  within 
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the  bounds  of  the  Synod  and  presented  their  letters  of  dismissal, 
their  names  have  been  entered  on  our  roll. 

3.  Rev.  I.  P.  Hawkins  has  resigned  his  Pastorate.  Upon  the 
death  of  Bro.  Haskell,  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers  was  elected  Pastor  of 
Ebenezer  Church,  Columbia,  and  accepted  the  call.  Rev.  J.  S. 
Moser  has  taken  charge  of  Pastorate  No.  9.  In  consequence  of  new 
duties  at  Beaufort,  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard  has  resigned  the  charge  of 
Prospect  Church,  Early  Branch.  This,  with  M  t.  Pleasant  and  St 
Nicholas  Churches,  is  now  vacant. 

4.  Two  new  churches,  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Berkeley  County, 
and  St.  Barnabas  Chapel,  Charleston,  having  been  completed 
and  paid  for,  have  been  consecrated.  As  both  of  these  are  con- 
nected with  the  older  congregations  of  Charleston.  St.  Paul's  being 
under  the  especial  charge  of  Pastor  Heckel,  and  St.  Barnabas  hav- 
ing a  flourishing  Sunday  School  fostered  by  all  our  congregations, 
it  may  be  proper  to  mention  here  another  work  in  which  the 
Pastors  in  Charleston  are  interested.  A  small  Sunday  School,  dis- 
tinguished by  its  zeal,  has  been  gathered  at  Summerville,  and 
church  service  has  been  maintained  there  by  laymen  of  our  Church. 
The  advantages  of  Summerville  as  a  sanitarium,  the  great  numbers 
of  our  people  residing  there,  and  above  all  the  devotion  to  our 
Church  shown  by  the  promoters  of  this  enterprise,  make  us  greatly 
to  wish  that  the  general  interests  of  our  Church  would  allow  the 
congregations  of  Charleston  to  concentrate  their  work  upon  the 
upbuilding  of  a  filial-church  at  that  place. 

5.  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Newberry  County,  was  utterly  demol- 
ished by  a  cyclone.  I  believe  that  it  has  been  rebuilt.  If  possible, 
the  Synod  should  offer  to  this  congregation  substantial  proof  of  our 
sympathy. 

II. 

I  would  remind  you  that  the  Synod  has  not  yet  finished  the  pro- 
posed revision  of  its  Constitution.  I  would  also  call  your  attention 
to  the  resolutions  adopted  at  our  last  regular  convention,  on  pages 
42  and  40,  with  reference  to  rearrangement  of  pastorates  and  a 
regular  organization  of  conferences. 

III. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Bond  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Seminary  Fund  suggest  the  grave  doubt  whether  such  bonds 
as  our  treasurers  have  given  are  of  value  after  the  expiration  of 
their  first  term  of  office.  The  report  is  herewith  submitted.  I 
recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  new  form 
which  will  meet  the  case,  and  that  our  brethren,  the  Treasurers,  be 
requested  to  execute  new  bonds  accordingly. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  our  Minutes  of  last  year  do  not 
make  our  action  on  the  new  Charter  clear  enough.    I  therefore 
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recommend  that  a  resolution  formally  accepting  that  Charter  be 
adopted  and  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

IV. 

Herewith  is  submitted  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  again  call  attention  to  the  discontinuance  of 
the  Seminary  at  Salem.    Other  matters  therein  contained  are  : 

1.  The  General  Synod  appointed  a  Board  of  Missions,  which  pro- 
poses to  call  a  Foreign  Missionary  and  to  appoint  a  Secretary 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  our  congregations  in  the  interest  of 
Home  Missions.  For  the  support  of  the  latter,  the  South  Carolina 
Synod  (I  have  learned  from  an  unofficial  letter)  has  been  assessed 
$400.  The  Synod  of  Virginia,  while  resolving  to  raise  the  amount 
charged  to  her,  so  strongly  disapproved  of  the  employment  of  a 
Secretary  that  I  am  informed  the  Board  are  undecided  how  to 
act.  As  Foreign  Missionary  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz  has  been  called;  and 
I  hope  he  will  be  present  at  this  Convention.  In  view  of  all  the 
duties  we  have  to  meet  at  this  time,  I  recommend  that 

(a)  We  decline  to  appropriate  to  Foreign  Missions  any  definite 
sum  ;  but  welcome  Bro.  Swartz,  encourage  him  to  stir  up  in  our 
churches  an  interest  in  his  work ;  and  transmit  to  the  Board 
through  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  all  moneys  contributed  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

(&)  We  declare  our  inability  in  view  of  other  duties  to  pay  the 
$400  asked  of  us  ;  and  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  so  notify  the 
Board. 

2.  By  reference  to  page  21  of  Minutes,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
South  Carolina  Synod  having  assumed  $1,500  of  the  debt  of  Rich- 
mond Mission,  has  paid  $1,249  of  principal  and  interest,  and  on 
May  1  last  was  charged  $498.  I  recommend  that  to  this  purpose  we 
continue  to  pay  the  .03  per  capita  of  former  years. 

3.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  General  Synod  proposed  to  substitute 
a  committee  of  its  own  for  the  delegations  appointed  to  represent 
the  Synods  at  "the  Diet.1'  I  am  sincerely  glad  that  the  Diet  is  to 
be  held  soon.  I  recommend  that  the  members  of  the  Committee  of 
General  Synod  from  this  State,  Rev.  Dr.  Hawkins  and  Capt.  Hacker, 
or  in  their  failure  to  go,  their  designated  alternates,  be  appointed 
the  regular  delegates  from  this  Synod  in  place  of  all  others,  and 
that  they  be  authorized  to  draw'  on  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  for  their 
necessary  expenses.  I  also  recommend  that  for  instructions  they 
be  referred  to  the  action  of  this  Synod  at  its  last  regular  conven- 
tion. The  expenses  of  our  delegates  to  the  last  General  Synod 
should  also  be  paid. 

V. 

I  also  transmit  the  narrative  of  the  operations  of  the  Executive 
Committee.    It  contains  a  report  of  a  purchase  of  property  in

Augusta,  Ga.,  and  a  request  for  an  extraordinary  appropriation  and 
further  financial  measures.  I  recommend  that  their  action  be  ap- 
proved ;  that  the  President  of  Synod  be  formally  empowered  to  act  as 
attorney  of  Synod  in  accepting  the  title  to  the  property,  and  in  exe- 
cuting bond  and  mortgage  upon  it  in  order  to  secure  any  necessary 
loan  ;  that  he  also  be  authorized  to  lease  the  lot  to  the  congrega- 
tion in  Augusta  on  suitable  terms.  Our  work  at  Graniteville  ought 
to  be  continued.  And,  in  order  that  the  important  work  we  have 
begun  may  issue  in  widespread  benefit,  the  Secretary  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Missionary  Society  should  be  authorized  to  go  among  our 
congregations  if  he  deems  it  useful  to  do  so. 

VI. 

The  College  property  at  Newberry  is  now  our  own.  To  secure  it 
I,  in  obedience  to  your  resolution,  gave  your  note  for  $400,  payable 
in  four  annual  installments.  $100,  with  $28  interest,  will  be  due 
April  1st,  and  should  be  set  aside  for  that  purpose 

I  am  informed  that  the  College  has  opened  a  promising  session. 
It  has  gratified  me  to  learn  that  since  the  services  of  some  of  the 
Professors  have  been  required  by  cmr  students  of  Theology,  the 
Senior  Class  also  has  received  regular  instruction  in  the  Greek  New 
Testament.  As  the  only  reason  for  our  maintenance  of  a  classical 
institution  is  our  firm  conviction  that  our  youth  should  receive  a 
Christian  training,  I  would  recommend  that  such  further  arrange- 
ments be  made  as  will  introduce  into  the  curriculum  of  Newberry 
College,  Biblical  Antiquities,  Sacred  History,  Church  History  and 
Luther's  Catechism. 

Inasmuch  as  the  income  of  the  College  is  not  large  enough  to  pay 
the  stipulated  salaries,  and  our  professors  are  also  teaching  our 
students  of  Theology,  I  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Seminary  Fund  be  directed  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College 
$800,  in  four  quarterly  installments,  to  be  applied  to  the  salaries  of 
the  professors. 

VII. 

I  submit  also  the  Minutes  of  Virginia,  Southwest  Virginia,  and 
Holston  Synods ;  together  with  a  letter  from  the  officers  of  the 
Synod  of  Mississippi,  resolutions  of  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  and 
other  letters  ;  mainly  replies  to  the  invitation  I  addressed  to  all 
our  Synods  to  co-operate  in  the  establishment  and  support  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Newberry.  All  deplore  the  discontinuance 
of  the  Seminary  at  Salem ;  the  Synods  of  Virginia  and  Southwest 
Virginia  appeal  to  the  next  General  Synod  while  they  courteously 
refuse  our  invitation  ;  the  resolution  of  the  Holston  Synod  encour- 
ages to  hope  for  their  assistance  ;  the  letter  from  Mississippi  con- 
tains a  hearty  endorsement.  As  the  Diet  at  Salisbury  may  lead  to 
heartier  co-operation  of  all  our  Southern  Synods,  I  should  deplore 
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any  action  by  our  Synod  which  before  that  event  would  cut  us  off 
from  the  rest  of  the  Church.  But  without  any  special  action  on 
the  subject,  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  it  is  our  duty  to  maintain  our 
Theological  Seminary  at  Newberry. 


At  Newberry  we  have  two  students  of  Theology.  They  have 
been  instructed  by  Profs.  Holland  and  Dysinger.  They  are  in  the 
recitation  rooms  sixteen  hours  of  each  week.  The  course  main- 
tained by  these  professors  has  not  included  Dogmatics  and  Church 
History.  I  trust  that  Synod  will  patiently  consider  this  whole 
matter  and  arrange  the  course  of  studies,  and  make  an  earnest 
endeavor  to  secure  for  our  students  the  most  thorough  instruction. 
To  this  end  I  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  present  provisional 
arrangement  until  the  end  of  this  scholastic  year.  And  Synod 
should  now  decide  whether  now  to  call  a  Professor  of  Theology, 
who  shall  enter  on  his  duties  at  that  time.  I  would  earnestly  re- 
commend the  appropriation  of  $50  from  the  income  of  the  Seminary 
Fund,  to  be  spent  by  the  Professors  for  the  purchase  of  works 
necessary  in  their  Theological  study,  the  same  to  become  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Seminary  Library. 


Besides  the  two  students  in  the  Seminary,  St.  John's  Church  is 
maintaining  one  student  now  in  the  Senior  Class  of  the  College.  I 
am  informed  that  three  other  young  men  who  wish  to  study  for  the 
ministry  ask  aid.  If  we  mean  to  conduct  the  Seminary  we  must 
encourage  all  who  wish  to  study  Theology.  I  recommend  that  $350 
of  the  income  of  the  Seminary  Fund  be  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose. 


It  will  be  observed  that  in  this  report  I  have  endeavored  to  bring 
before  you  all  the  questions  you  will  have  to  consider.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  President  thus  to  combine  and  moderate  all  the  claims 
on  your  attention.  You  will  allow  me  to  repeat  the  various  appro- 
priations I  have  suggested  : 

From  Mission  and  General  Fund— For  Augusta  Mission,  $700; 
Graniteville,  $50 ;  Richmond,  $160  ;  Cline's  Note,  $128 ;  College  In- 
surance, $75. 

From  Seminary  Fund—Fov  Professors1  Salaries.  $800  ;  Library, 
$50 ;  Beneficiary  Education,  6350. 


I  recommend  further  that  the  Committee  on  Apportionments  be 
directed  to  apportion  $1,500,  instead  of  $1,200,  among  the  churches.

On  motion,  a  Special  Committee  was  appointed  to  which 
all  papers  relating  to  Newberry  College  and  the  Theological 
Seminary  were  referred,  and  the  same  made  the  special  order 
for  tomorrow  morning  9  o'clock. 

S.  S.  Rahn,  L.  K.  Probst  and  J.  E.  Bush- 
nell. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  was  read,  received  and  referred  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  D.  D.,  reported  the  changes  necessary 
in  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary.  Report  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  committee. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  read  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Newberry  College,  and  a  Memorial  from  the  Board  to  Synod 
which  documents  were  referred  to  a  committee. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College. 

As  several  important  matters  connected  with  the  College  will  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  Synod  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  they  will  not  appear  in  this  Report. 

The  College  is  still  in  successful  operation  with  a  much  brighter 
outlook  than  it  had  one  year  ago.  In  the  college  classes  there  are 
a  greater  number  of  students  in  attendance,  and  present  indica- 
tions warrant  the  belief  that  that  number  will  be  increased  by  the 
first  of  next  year.  The  Preparatory  Department  of  the  College  is 
not  as  well  filled  as  it  should  be,  and  as  its  present  efficient  man- 
agement entitles  it  to  be.   Prof.  Hart  Gilbert,  a  teacher  of  large 
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and  extensive  experience,  now  presides  over  this  department,  and 
there  is  a  general  feeling  among  the  friends  of  the  Institution  that 
he  is  emphatically  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  Parents,  with- 
out being  provided  with  exceptional  economical  and  convenient 
arrangements  for  preparing  their  sons  for  college,  or  for  business 
life,  cannot  do  better  than  to  send  them  to  this  school  in  connec- 
tion with  the  College. 

Dr.  Steck,  a  Professor  of  the  College,  has  been  employed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  Financial  Agent  of  the  College,  with  a  view  of 
securing  contributions  to  supplement  the  guaranteed  salaries  of 
our  Professors,  and  at  the  same  time  to  increase  the  Endowment 
Fund.  The  experience  gained  by  the  Agent  during  a  short  trip 
North  a  few  months  back  while  on  other  business,  together  with 
his  experience  last  year  while  canvassing  for  the  College,  makes 
him  feel  hopeful  that  he  will  be  able  to  do  a  good  work  for  the  In- 
stitution among  our  brethren  of  the  North.  We  are  glad  to  report, 
all  things  being  considered,  that  he  has  met  with  encouraging  suc- 
cess, and  that  he  will  in  a  short  while  devote  the  whole  of  his  time 
*  in  prosecuting  this  work,  and  that  the  arrangements  made  with 
him  by  the  Board  will  not  involve  the  College  or  the  Synod  in  any 
financial  risk. 

The  exercises  during  Commencement  week  in  the  month  of  June 
were  well  attended,  and  made  a  lasting  impression  in  favor  of  the 
present  excellent  management  of  the  Institution.  Five  young  men 
were  graduated,  and  the  students  without  a  single  exception,  both 
while  on  and  off  the  stage,  acquitted  themselves  creditably.  It 
should,  I  think,  be  mentioned  here  that  the  students  of  Newberry 
College  not  only  do  and  behave  well  on  such  occasions,  but  that 
they  at  all  times  conduct  themselves  in  such  a  becoming  and  order- 
ly manner  as  to  announce  to  all  beholders  that  the  College  is  sur- 
rounded by  a  healthy,  moral  sentiment.  This  feature  of  the  man- 
agement of  our  Institution  has  frequently  been  noticed  and  com- 
mented upon  by  the  press.  All  this  is  highly  commendable  both 
to  Professors  and  students,  and  should  be  a  strong  incentive  espe- 
cially to  Christian  parents  with  sons  to  educate  to  send  them  to 
Newberry  College. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the  Faculty,  the  Board  was  under  the 
necessity  of  accepting  the  resignations  of  Professors  Bittle  and 
Werber.  Suitable  resolutions  expressing  the  regret  of  the  Board  at 
losing  the  services  of  these  two  excellent  gentlemen  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  which  at  one 
time  was  for  many  years  connected  with  the  Classical  School  at 
Lexington,  and  at  a  later  period  with  Newberry  College,  the  South 
Carolina  Synod  has  now  the  interest  as  an  annual  income  accruing 
on  about  $31,000  to  devote  to  her  two  institutions  located  in  the 
town  of  Newberry.   As  the  Theological  Seminary,  its  removal  to 
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Newberry  and  other  questions  growing  out  of  it,  will  in  all  proba- 
bility be  discussed  by  your  Body  at  its  present  meeting,  we  in  this 
paper  have  no  suggestions  to  make.  But  we  cannot  forbear  saying 
that  if  the  Seminary  is  left  with  the  College,  as  was  intended  by 
her  founders,  and  the  two  funds  are  managed  in  a  way  so  as  to 
make  both  institutions  stronger  and  better,  our  College  has 
never  before  had  as  bright  and  promising  prospects  before  her  for 
usefulness  and  renown;  but  if  our  Seminary  should  again  be  taken 
from  the  College,  that  it  will  be  to  that  Institution  the  darkest 
night  through  which  she  has  ever  been  called  to  pass,  and  that  we 
conscientiously  believe  that  it  will  be  to  her  the  night  of  her  death 
and  that  she  will  do  no  more  work.  May  the  prayers  and  tears  of 
our  fathers  and  mothers  given  and  shed  when  the  foundations  of 
these  schools  were  laid,  with  those  shed  and  given  for  more  than 
t  wo  score  years  by  their  sons  and  daughters,  prevent  such  a  sad  and 
calamitous  event.

Whereas,  The  present  Seminary  Fund  was  originally  raised  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Classical  and  Theological  Institute  of  South  Caro- 
lina Synod;  and  we  feel  that  the  two  Institutions— College  and 
Seminary — are  necessary  to  the  life  and  permanent  prosperity  of 
our  Church,  and  inasmuch  as  these  Institutions  have  been  brought 
together  again,  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Synod  to  maintain  the 
Seminary  at  Newberry  in  connection  with  the  College.    To  this  end 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  continue  the  present  provisional  arrange- 
ment until  a  Professor  of  Theology  be  elected  and  is  ready  to 
assume  his  duties. 

Resolved,  3.  As  the  only  reason  for  our  maintenance  of  a  Classical 
Institution  is  the  firm  conviction  that  our  youth  should  receive  a 
positively  Christian  training,  that  additional  arrangements  be 
made  to  introduce  into  the  curriculum  of  the  College  such  studies 
as  will  best  promote  this  end. 

Resolved,  4.  That  such  recommendations  of  the  President's  report 
as  refer  to  appropriations  from  the  Seminary  Fund  be  disapproved. 

Resolved,  5.  That  in  view  of  the  encouraging  communications 
received  from  several  sister  Synods,  we  confidently  expect  their 
co-operation  in  sustaining  the  Seminary.

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  that  part  of  the  President's 
Address  to  this  Synod  which  was  placed  in  their  hands,  respect- 
fully report: 

1.  We  second  the  suggestion  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  a  Memorial  on  the  death  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Haskell. 

2.  We  also  second  the  suggestion  to  fix  a  time  for  the  discussion 
of  the  proposed  "Theses  on  the  Relation  of  Faith  to  Baptism.1' 

3.  We  recommend  to  Synod  the  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars 
($50.00)  to  St.  Matthew's  Church  in  Newberry  County,  which  was 
recently  destroyed  by  a  cyclone. 
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4.  We  second  the  recommendation  of  the  President  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  new  form  of  bonds  which 
shall  meet  the  difficulty  referred  to,  and  suggest  that  all  of  our 
Treasurers  be  requested  to  execute  new  bonds. 

In  this  connection  we  also  call  attention  to  the  recommendation 
more  formally  to  accept  the  new  Charter  of  our  Synod. 

5.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  President — 

a  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  other  duties  we  are  not  able  to  pay 
$400  towards  the  support  of  a  Secretary  of  Home  Missions,  as  re- 
quested by  our  General  Synod. 

b  Resolved,  That  we  continue  to  pay  .03  per  capita  to  the  Rich- 
mond Mission  until  our  pledge  to  that  enterprise  be  accomplished. 

c  Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  President  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Delegates  to  the  Diet  about  to  convene  be  adopted,  and 
that  in  addition  a  clergyman  and  layman  from  this  Synod  be 
elected  to  represent  us  in  the  Diet. 

d  Resolved,  That  the  traveling  expenses  of  our  Delegates  to  the 
last  Convention  of  our  General  Synod  be  paid. 

e  Resolved,  That  the  Narrative  of  the  operations  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Missions  be  read  before  Synod,  and  that  the  acts  of 
said  Committee  be  ratified,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  by  this  body. 

In  conclusion,  we  take  great  pleasure  in  expressing  our  approba- 
tion of  the  faithfulness  with  which  the  presidential  duties  have  been 
discharged.

The  Preparatory  Service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  S.  T.  Hall- 
man,  after  which  Synod  adjourned.

Saturday,  November  8,  2  P.  M. 
Opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer. 
Revs.  J.  F.  Probst  and  D.  Kyser,  and  Rev.  Kyser's  delegate, 
were  excused  from  the  sessions  of  this  body,  after  tomorrow. 
Report  of  Committee  on  President's  Report  was  resumed. 
Item  1.  Adopted.

The  Narrative  of  the  operations  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee on  Missions  was,  on  motion,  read,  received  and  considered 
by  items. 

Narrative   of  the   Operations   of   the  Executive  Committee  of 
Missions,  for  the  Year  November,  1 883— 1884. 

L  The  Committee  continued  the  employment  of  Rev.  A.  W. 
Lindler  as  Missionary  Pastor  at  Graniteville  ;  and  has  paid  him  a 
salary  of  $50  therefor. 

2.  The  Committee  continued  to  employ  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard  as 
Missionary  Pastor  at  Early  Branch,  Varnesville  and  Beaufort  until 
June  1st,  1884.  At  this  time  his  labors  in  Beaufort  had  been  so 
successful  that  a  number  of  citizens  of  that  place,  who  had  erected 
a  building  for  public  worship,  asked  him  to  be  their  pastor,  and 
offered  him  a  salary  which  rendered  the  further  aid  of  the  Commit- 
tee not  indispensable.  The  President  of  Synod  advised  him  to  ac- 
cept the  invitation.  It  is  understood  that  Prospect  Church,  at 
Early  Branch,  would  gladly  accept  further  assistance  from  our 
funds,  but,  in  view  of  other  responsibilities,  the  Committee  has  not 
resolved  to  endorse  such  an  appropriation. 

3.  At  all  of  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  the  prospects  of  the 
English  congregation  at  Augusta  formed  the  main  topic.  At  first 
it  was  resolved  to  promise  to  that  congregation  an  annual  subsidy 
of  $500.  Afterwards  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  most 
effectual  method  of  securing  this  mission  was  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  lot,  on  which  the  congregation  may  erect  a  Church.  A  lot 
of  proper  size,  in  the  best  part  of  the  city,  was  approved  by  the 
Council  of  the  congregation  and  the  President  of  this  Committee. 
The  cost  of  it  was  $3,300.  The  terms,  $1,100  cash,  the  balance  in 
one  and  two  years.  It  was  proposed  to  buy  this  lot  for  Synod,  to 
be  held  in  its  name  ;  the  lot  to  be  given  to  the  congregation  rent- 
free  for  several  years  ;  then  a  groundrent,  not  exceeding  6  per  cent, 
on  the  purchase  money,  to  be  charged,  the  right  to  buy  it  at  the 
same  price  always  being  reserved  to  the  congregation.  By  this 
course  the  Synod  will  acquire  a  valuable  property  by  its  contribu- 
tions; not  a  cent  can  be  lost ;  the  amount  of  Synod's  liability  will 
be  limited  to  the  cost  of  the  lot ;  and  the  congregation  will  be  sub- 
stantially aided. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  President  of  Synod  or  the  Executive 
Committee  has  not  power  to  give  note  or  mortgage  for  Synod 
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without  special  authorization,  the  following  method  was  adopted  : 
Mr.  D.  C.  Stelling,  acting  for  the  congregation,  bought  the  lot  for 
$3,300,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  it  is  to  be  transferred 
to  Synod  as  soon  as  the  Synod  pays  the  balance  of  the  first  pay- 
ment. To  make  this  first  payment  of  eleven  hundred  dollars,  the 
Executive  Committee  paid  Mr.  Stelling  $400,  being  nearly  all  the 
money  at  their  command,  taking  his  note  in  acknowledgment 
thereof,  and  Mr.  Stelling  borrowed  $700,  with  the  understanding 
that  this  amount  will  be  repaid  by  Synod  at  this  Convention. 

The  second  payment  of  $1,100  will  come  due   1885. 

To  meet  these  obligations  your  Committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend . 

I.  The  appropriation  of  $700  at  once  ;  the  same  to  be  paid  (1)  by 
the  appropriation  of  the  whole  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Children's  Missionary  Society  at  the  close  of  this  Convention  ;  (2) 
by  the  appropriation  of  the  entire  contribution  to  Home  Missions 
made  during  the  present  Convention  ;  (3)  by  the  appropriation  of 
as  much  more  as  is  necessary  to  make  up  the  amount  of  $700,  out  of 
the  General  Treasury  of  the  Synod. 

II.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  be  di- 
rected to  invest  whatever  funds  may  be  in  his  hands,  or  may  come 
into  his  hands  during  the  current  year,  other  than  interest,  in  a 
mortgage  on  this  lot,  which  the  President  of  Synod  is  hereby  em- 
powered and  directed  to  execute  ;  that  the  Treasurer  be  also  di- 
rected to  collect  the  amount  of  all  bonds  on  which  the  interest  is 
not  promptly  paid,  and  to  invest  the  amounts  thus  received  in  the 
same  way. 

And  that  the  President  of  Synod  be  empowered  and  directed, 
1,  to  accept  the  property  thus  purchased  in  the  name  of  the  Synod; 
and,  2,  if  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessary  to  do  so,  to  give  a  mort- 
gage upon  it  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase 
money,  or  to  borrow  enough  money  to  make  those  payments  when 
they  fall  due. 

4.  About  March  1st,  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst,  who  had  been  employed  as 
Missionary  in  Greenville,  reported  that  there  was  too  little  pros- 
pect of  success  in  that  field  to  justify  further  outlay.  He  therefore 
resigned  ;  and  his  statements  having  been  amply  confirmed  by  Mr. 
M.  F.  Ansel,  the  Committee  accepted  his  resignation.

Report  received  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  of  Newberry  College  beg  to  re- 
port that  they  have  carefully  examined  said  account,  and  find  all 
disbursements  properly  vouched.  During  the  past  Synodical  year 
$189  of  the  Endowment  bonds  have  been  paid,  leaving  $5,028.63  un- 
collected. 

An  investment  of  $800  has  been  made  from  cash  collected  on 
notes  and  mortgages  ;  but  we  would  call  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
illegal  manner  in  which  both  bond  and  mortgage  have  been 
drawn  ;  the  former  specifying  no  time  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal, and  the  penal  sum  one-half  of  what  the  law  requires.  The 
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mortgage  is  executed  without  renunciation  of  dower  being  taken. 
Your  Committee  recommend  that  these  corrections  be  made  as 
early  as  possible,  and  that  the  Treasurer  examine  the  twenty-one 
bonds  and  mortgages  in  his  possession. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  in  his 
future  reports  number  the  bonds  from  No.  1  upwards,  which  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  examination  of  his  account.

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  Religion. 

The  Parochial  reports  submitted  to  your  Committee  do  not  ma- 
terially differ  from  those  we  have  heard  in  former  Conventions  of 
the  Synod.  This  does  not  imply  that  there  is  no  progress.  We 
think  our  pastors  feel  their  responsibility,  and  our  people  are  fed 
with  the  word  of  God.  We  are  reminded  of  a  wise  saying  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Rude,  that  giving  must  be  the  chief  way  for  Christian  devo- 
tion to  manifest  itself  in  these  days.  Our  Churches  have  improved 
their  property,  have  been  regular  in  payment  of  their  pastors,  and, 
while  in  general  they  have  met  the  apportionment  made  by  Synod, 
in  many  cases  have  increased  their  contributions  to  the  College  and 
Mission  work.  We  find  also  a  growing  acquaintance  with  the  true 
doctrine  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  use  of  the  scriptural  customs 
of  our  Church,  joined  with  the  conviction  that  a  true  faith  must 
issue  in  a  holy  life.  Our  people  more  and  more  feel  the  necessity  of 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  their  children.  Our  pastors  indeed 
report  sad  cases  of  indifference  and  sin,  which  show  that  our 
work  is  not  complete.  Is  it  not  enough  to  say  that  we  know  the 
Lord  is  with  us,  with  us  in  blessing,  and  with  us  to  admonish  us  to 
greater  earnestness  and  fidelity  ? 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  great  work  we  have  begun,  the  call  of 
a  Foreign  Missionary  of  our  own,  the  establishment  of  a  congrega- 
tion in  Augusta,  and  the  renewed  interest  in  our  Institutions  at 
Newberry,  may  call  and  nerve  the  Church  to  greater  exertions, 
which  will  issue  in  greater  blessing.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  South. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  met  in  Luther 
Chapel,  Newberry,  S.  C,  June  24,  1884,  and  was  duly  organized  by 
the  election  of  Rev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  D.  D.,  President,  and  Rev.  S.  T. 
Hallman,  Secretary.  It  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  elect  a  Treas- 
urer as  the  Synod  has  her  "Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  Fund". 

The  following  business  was  transacted  : 

The  name  of  the  Seminary,  in  the  printed  Constitution,  was 
changed  as  directed  by  the  action  of  the  Synod  in  Extra  Sesssion 
in  Columbia.  S.  C,  May  27,  1884.  A  Committee  was  appointed  to 
report  to  Synod  such  changes  as  are  necessary  in  the  Constitution 
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of  the  Seminary  ;  and  the  members  of  the  Board  took  the  required 
obligation. 

Rev.  D.  M.  Gilbert,  D.  D ,  having  declined  to  accept  the  Profes- 
sorship to  which  he  was  chosen  by  the  Synod,  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox,  D. 
D.,  was  elected.  The  Directors  requested  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  College  to  employ,  besides  the  President  of  the  College,  one 
other  Professor  able  to  give  instruction  in  the  Seminary,  and  to  as- 
sign to  the  Professor  of  Theology  the  chair  of  Intellectual  and 
Moral  Philosophy  and  Christian  Evidences. 

The  Directors  of  the  Seminary  ask  that  the  Synod  place  in  their 
hands  the  balance  of  the  interest  above  $1,200,  accumulating  on 
the  Seminary  Fund,  to  be  disposed  of  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
success  of  the  Institution. 

A  Committee  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  arranging  for  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Professor  of  Theology  and  the  opening  of  the 
Seminary,  and,  in  case  the  Professor-elect  should  decline,  the 
Faculty  of  the  College  was  requested  to  take  charge  of  the  Semi- 
nary until  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.  A  Committee  was  also 
appointed  to  nominate  to  Synod  a  Professor  of  Theology,  in  the 
event  the  Professor-elect  decline  the  call  tendered  him. 

Rev.  Dr.  Fox  declined,  and  the  College  Faculty  was  duly  notified  to 
give  instruction  in  Theology  to  our  candidates  forthe  ministry  until 
the  present  session  of  Synod.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  for  this 
Synod  to  take  such  action,  during  this  meeting,  as  will  secure  the 
continuance  and  efficiency  of  this  very  important  and  much-needed 
Institution.

Report  of  Committee  on  Mission  Work  in  Augusta,  Georgia. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  preparing 
resolutions  to  be  presented  to  Synod,  to  more  effectually  carry  out 
the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Cominitttee  on  Missions 
relative  to  the  Mission  work  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  would  most  re- 
spectfully report  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Executive  Committee  on  Missions  of  this  Synod, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  establishment  of  a  Mission  Church  in 
Augusta,  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  have  contracted  with  certain  par- 
ties there  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  at  and  for  the  sum  of  thirty- 
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three  hundred  dollars,  payable:  one-third  thereof  in  cash  and  the 
balance  in  two  equal  successive  annual  installments  from  about  the 
21st  day  of  June,  1884,  with  interest  from  said  date,  and  have  paid 
on  the  said  purchase  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  in  cash,  and 
agreed  that  the  balance  thereof  should  be  appropriated  by  this 
Synod  at  its  present  session,  and,  that  the  said  matter  might  receive 
the  action  of  this  Synod,  have  entered  into  a  temporary  arrange- 
ment with  one  D.  C.  Stelling,  Esq.,  (to  whom  the  said  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  was  paid),  by  which  he,  the  said  D.  C.  Stelling, 
was  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  cash  portion  of  the  purchase  money 
of  the  said  lot  and  to  hold  the  said  lot  until  such  matter  should 
have  been  acted  on  by  this  Synod  as  aforesaid, 

And,  whereas,  This  Synod  recognize  the  importance  of  the 
work  in  Augusta,  and  desire  to  extend  thereto  every  possible  as- 
sistance.   Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions in  the  purchase  of  the  aforesaid  lot  of  land  in  Augusta,  Geor- 
gia, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  confirmed,  and  that  the  President 
of  this  Synod,  upon  his  being  satisfied  that  the  title  to  the  said  lot 
of  land  is  clear  and  unencumbered,  do  accept  a  title  deed  of  the 
said  lot  of  land  in  the  name  of  "The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  South  Carolina1',  in  fee  simple  absolute,  and  that  to  pay  the  bal- 
ance of  the  cash  portion  of  the  purchase  money  there  be  applied 
the  whole  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  "The  Children's  Missionary 
Society11  at  the  close  of  the  present  session  of  this  Synod;  and,  also, 
the  whole  amount  of  the  contributions  to  Home  Missions  made  at 
the  present  session  of  this  Synod,  and  that  the  balance  of  the  said 
cash  portion  of  the  purchase  money  of  the  said  lot  then  remaining 
unpaid  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Treasury  of  this  Synod. 

2.  That  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  said  "The  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina11,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of 
the  said  Synod,  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Synod,  to 
make,  execute  and  deliver  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  forty-four 
($44)  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  full  and 
just  sum  of  twenty-two  hundred  dollars,  being  the  balance  of  the 
purchase  money  of  the  said  lot,  in  two  or  more  equal  successive  an- 
nual installments,  from  the  of  June,  1884,  with  interest  from  said 

date  at  seven  per  cent,  per  anauni,  payable  semi-annually,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  said  bond,  the  President  of  the  said 
Synod  is  hereby  further  authorized,  empowered  and  directed,  for  and 
in  thenameof  the  said  "The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South 
Carolina,11  to  make, execute  and  deliver,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of 
the  said  Synod,  attested  by  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  of  Synod, 
a  mortgage  of  the  said  lot  of  land  in  the  usual  form,  or  in  such  form 
as  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  which  said  bond  and  mortgage  shall  be  made  payable  to 
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such  person  or  persons  corporation  or  corporations,  as  may  be  the 
vender  or  venders  of  the  said  lot. 

3.  That  the  President  of  this  Synod  op,  and  he  is  hereby  further 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  secure  legal  advice  and 
assistance  in  carrying  out  these  resolutions. 

4.  That  the  President  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
of  "The  Bach  man  Endowment  Fund,"  and  the  Treasurer  of  said 
Fund  be  directed  so  to  invest,  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  of 
this  Synod  which  the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  execute  (on 
said  lot  of  land),  all  funds  in  his  hands  for  investment. 

5.  That  the  President  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of 
Children's  Missionary  Society  for  his  expenses  necessary  to  visit 
Augusta. 

6.  That  the  President  do  notify  the  congregation  aforesaid  that 
no  lien  shall  be  put  upon  said  lot  for  any  expenses  of  building  or 
materials  in  erecting  a  house  upon  said  lot,  and  that  the  said  con- 
gregation are,  therefore,  advised  to  build  a  small  chapel  not  beyond 
their  means. 

7.  That  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  and  he  is  hereby  further 
authorized,  directed  and  empowered  to  make,  execute  and  deliver, 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  and  in  the  name  of  this  Synod,  a 
lease  of  the  said  lot  of  land  to  the  English  Congregation  in  Augusta, 
represented  by  Mr.  D.  C.  Stelling,  for  the  term  of  ten  (10)  years,  at 
and  for  the  rent  of  one  ($1)  dollar  per  annum,  and  that  from  and 
after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  the  said  congregation  aforesaid 
be  required  to  pay  as  rent  for  said  lot  of  land  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  ($198)  dollars  per  annum.  And  that  in 
said  lease  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  embody  such  covenants  as  will  secure  to  the 
said  congregation  aforesaid  the  right  to  purchase  the  said  lot  of 
land,  and  further,  that  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  such  further  action  in  the  premises  as  shall,  in 
his  judgment,  subserve  the  best  interest  of  this  Synod  and  the 
object  in  view.
